Let Their Houses Remain Vacant While 


Demanding High Kentals. 


A newcomer -who baa been looking 


for a home nest large enough to accom- 
modate ont of town furniture remarked 
today: "What's the matter with rents 
in this town anyway? I see thousands 
of flats and offices tenantless, but as 
most of them are beyond my means I'm 
enrious to know why the landlords 
don't crane down a peg or two and give 
a poor fellow a chance to locate within 
reasonable reach of his business." And 
so are others. A friend of mine up in 
Elarlem is one of three occupants of a 
flat house built for ten. The seven apart- 
ments have been empty a year, but the 
agent refuses to lower the rent when 
my one of the three threatens to change 
lis address, nor will he scale down the 
monthly figure in order to fill the va- 
cant and profitless rooms. And this 
sn't a solitary case of this sort, by any 
means, Another real estate agent has 
ieen holding a row of fine flats for 
nearly three years because nobody feels 
ike squandering $1,000 on any one of 
them. If he had knocked off $300, he 
conld have rented every one of them. 
Fust why the metropolitan landlord 
jrefers loss to gain is one of the secrets 
of the real estate business that outsid- 
ers can only juggle with mentally. 


Another peculiar feature of the busi- 


ness is the way in which the tenants 
who can put up a good bluff manage to 
enjoy all the comforts of an up to date 
lomo without paying scarcely anything 
"or the privilege. -I know one man here 
who doesn't pay over $200 a year for a 
'600 flat. He got behind in his rent, 
and then he jollied'the janitor, who did 
;he collecting, The janitor, in turni 
imoothed down the landlord, und as a 
result the tenant got in deeper and deep- 
er. Now he pays a month's rent once 
a awhile and puts up such a bold front 
:hat he gets a receipt on his promises, 
n the same house is another tenant 
who pays §05 a month, but he shuts up 
ais apartments for two months every 
summer and goes seaward. He flatly re- 
'uses to pay rent while doiug the grand, 
and the landlord hasn't as yet done a 
;hiug to him. Still another high flier 
puts np §75 a month for the pick of the 
premises. He's in about four mouths 
now, but as yet care hasn't carved any 
wrinkles on his broad brow. All of 
which leads to the conclusion that rents 
are high here in order to cover losses of 
;he sort cited.—New York Letter in

SPAIN IN .\ BAD PKKDIOAaiKNT. 


EEPOETS from Europe are to the 


effect that the Spinish Government IP 
tottering. The intelligent people of 
the Kingdom realize that it 18 futile to 
continue at war with the Bulled Statep, 
but the Ministry fear che consequences 
when the war is over and besitata to 
ene for peace or ask the Power to inter- 
vene. The Government is virtually 
bankrupt There is not a Spanish war 
vessel in the Padflc Ocean and the 
greater part of tbe fleet sent to raise 
the blockade at Havana is bottled up at 
Santiago de Cuba. An American army 
is raised to invade Cuba and Porto 
Rico, and as the Spanish forces on both 
islands cannot receive any assistance 
by water their surrender IB only a mat- 
ter of time aud B Very short time at 
that. The Philippine Islands are vir- 
tailly in the hands of the Americans, 
for 
with Dewev's fleet in control of ] 


Manila and the msuigents in posses- 
lion of the interior, the Spanish troops 
have no means of escape. 


While edficated Spaniards are cogni- 


zant of the facts and know that resis- 
tance is u«elesa, the uneducated masses 
are ignorant o.f what is transpiring 
abroad, and have no'couoeption of the 
helpless 
oon(hlio:i 
of the Spanish 


forces in the c >lnmes. Of course they 
will learn tba truth before the wane of 
many moons and a revolution or a de- 
mand for a cessation of hostilities with 
the United States is certain to follow 
the levelatiou. The opinion prevails 
that the Spanish Government desires 
peace and would be pleased to have the 
war closed with the loss of Cuba, but 
fears lo "sk the intervention of the 
Powers lest, it cause a revolution which 
would result in a republic. 


If the w»r continues during tbe sum- 


mer Spain will not have colony, except 
possibly the canary Islands, and she 
wi)l be as helpless as was Greece when 
the victorious Turks were stopped in 
their m-irch to Athens by command of 
the great Powers of Europe. 


Foar 
suspicious 
looking vessels 


thought to be Spanish Warships have 
been attempting to elado the'block, 
ading squadron off Havana, and ent- 
er port. A U. S. gnnboat followed 
them and hoisted the private fleet sig- 
nal, tb« strangers answered with three 
masthead lights, which was not the re- 
quired signal. The gunboat followed 
them sometime and the commander is 
satisfied they were Spanish warships. 


The last of the cables connecting 


Gnba with the outside world was cat 
Tuesday. Admiral Sampson had the 
ends bonyed so that communication 
can be re-established at any time. 


The Marblehead drove a Spanish gnn- 


boat into Qnantanamo harbor and 
shellecl the 
fortifloations, 
reducing 


them. The insurgents co-operated on 
the land side. 


Communication between the fleet and 


insurgents is now established and con- 
stant. Arms, munitions and supplies 
are being famished the insurgents. 
The latter and Spaniards flght daily. 


Admiral Sampson sent the Vixen 


under a flag of truce to the entrance of 
Santiago harbor, Wednesday and of- 
fered to exchange some prisoners he 
held for Lieutenant Hobson and his 
crew. Admiral Cervera after a long 
consideration sent word to the Ameri- 
can Admiral that he was powerless, to 
act and had referred the matter to the 
military governor who in turn had re- 
ferred it to Captain General Blanco. 


Word has boon-received from Ottawa 


that Lieutenant Oarranza and Senor 
Daboso recently attached to the Span- 
ish legation at Washington have re- 
ceived a notice of expulsion from Can- 
ada. 


Two torpedoes were found floating 


off Santiago harbor Monday, which are 
supposed to have been set for some of 
Sampson's ships. The attempt to blow 
up tbe tihips was fortunately frustrated 
by the vigilance of the New Orleans. 


It ia balieved that the first reinforce- 


ments for Sampson's fleet has arrived 
off Santiago. These are 800 marines 
which sailed three days ago faom Key 
\Vest on the transport Panther. 


To Prevent Iron Bolt. 
, 


Among the new and nsefnl metallnr^ 


jical processes of note the San Francis- 
DO Scientific Press speaks of one by 
which iron may bo effectively protected 
from rnrt. In this a solution of ferrooy- 
nnide is mixed with n flaxseed varnish, 
to ^hich has been added a small quan- 
tity of turpentine or benzol. The evap- 
oration of tuo alcohol leaves the flaxseed 
varnish, which forms a coat and pro- 
tects tne cyanide of iron, the same being 
deposited upon the metal by the use of 
the forrooyanide, the only preparation 
required by iron for such treatment be- 
ing the removal of nuy rust that may 
have formed on it not admitting of the 
action of sncla a solution. Another proc- 
ess of interest to workers in metallurgy 
is that of substituting the use of man- 
ganese for German silver, the different 
metals and their proportions being as 
follows: Copper, 67.25 per cent; man- 
ganese, 18.60 per cent; zinc, 18 per 
cent; aluminium, 1.25 per cent, the 
color of this metal closely resembling 
German silver, being "* also folly as 
strong as tho best quality of the latter 
and possessing superior adaptation for 
costing.

William the Conqueror's oak at Wind- 
sor burst from its acorn.—Philadelphia 
Record.

Defect* In Steel. 


Different opinions bave long been en- 


tertained by practical experts as to tbe 
causes of defects in steel, and attention 
has lately been called by a writer nn 
The Mechanical World to the fact, as 
elicited by the most careful and repeat- 
ed investigations, that most of the de- 
fects peculiar to rails, plates and bars 
are due to blowholes in the castings, 
that is the ingots, sucb plates and bars 
being rolled out of what is supposed to 
be a homogeneous , ingot, bnt which is 
liable to have a cavity inside, not de- 
tectable by chemical or mechanical 
tests, even though every rail were tested 
in its entire strength. 


The blowhole, according to this writ- 


er, might be in a position in the ingot 
thai it could not be rolled out, bnt 
would remain in tbe center of the head 
of the rail, and that would inn, per- 
haps, aljor.t one-fourth tbe length of tbe 
rail. If, however, tbe blowhole was in 
some other part of the ingot, it might 
woik out as R flaw ou the surface of tbe 
rail when finished, and this could be 
detected by the inspector. But. bow to 
detect the cue which is kiddeu in the 
head of tho rail—which cauuot be done 
by tho present nud old mode of inspec- 
tion—is,tbe Brbblem.

Gener- 
al's office, Washington, June 1st 1898, 
will cause much disappointment to the 
boys of the Companies of the National 


Qaid, as well to many others, who are 


anxious to serve in the volunteer army, 
as infantry. 
The second paragraph 


reads as follows: 


The following States and Territories 


laving received under the President's 
Irst call an apportionment in excess of 
their combined quotas under first and 
second calls, will not be included in 
his order, viz; Delaware, Idaho, Mon- 
;ana, Nevada, North Dakota, Vet rnout, 
Wyoming, District of Columbia, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, and Indian Terri- 
,ory. 


According to this, Nevada will not be 


called upon for volunteers under the 
President's proclamation of May 25th, 
1898, calling for 75,000 volunteers. It 
s possible that our Senators and Con- 
ressmen may prevail upon the War 


Department to order a battalion of in- 
antry to be organized in Nevada, but 
t is not probable, in view of the pub- 
ished statement that only 5,000 troops 
will be sent to Manila at present. Ad- 
miral Dewey is said to want naval rein 
'orcements, not cavalry and infantry. 


LARGEST IN THE WORLD. 


A Flag being Made to float over Morro 


Castle. 


The Stars and Stripes in the shape of 
be largest flag in tha world will float 
over Morro Castle, Havana, when 
Blacko surrenders. The immense flag 
designed for this duty is already pre- 
pared and may be seen draped in front 
of an empty store room at 147 Fulton 
street, A patriotic Wall street man 
has had the great flag made. It meas- 
ures 120 feet in length and 43% feet in 
breadth, nud it is believed that it 
breaks the record for size. It is BO big 
,hat special bunting was made for it in 
Boston. The 
bunting measures 42 


aches across in the rough. Made up 
n the flag, allowing for seams, each 
stripe measures 40 inches. It took a 
ull piece of forty yards for each stripe 
exoept^vhere they run into the jack. 
The jack measures forty feet in length 
and covers the space of seven stripes. 
Che stars are not very large. From 
>oint to point each star measures 14 
nohes. They are arranged in alternat- 
ng rows of seven and eight according 
o army regulations. The flag will cost 
1290. Bit' as it is, it can be packed in a 
arge traveling trunk and will not 
weigh more than 200 or 250 pounds.

One 
application will kill the lice, and in 
case of nits that are not hatched, the 
application, put on a few days after, 
will entirely rid the stock of the 
vermin.
